difficulties concerning the migrant labour vac dis¬ 
cussed in a meeting held with Labour Secretai ics of 11 
States at New Delhi, on the 21st August. 1982, under 
the Chairmanship of Secretary, Ministry of Labour. 
It was found that a number of States have not framed 
and notified the Rules under the lntei-State Migrant 
workmen (Regulation of Employment and Condi¬ 
tions of Service) Act, 1979 which made the task of 
enforcement of the provisions of that Act difficult. 
It was felt that in the meanwhile a Joint Team of 
officials of the States concerned, i.e. of the State 
from where the workers m igrate and the State to which 
they migrate, may meet periodically to deal with cer¬ 
tain specific aspects of the problems of migrant labour. 
Tt was also suggested that joint studies may be carried 
out on the actual working and living conditions of the 
migrant workers by visiting the work-sites to have a 
first-hand knowledge of the working and living condi¬ 
tions and also to deal with specific complaints. Accor¬ 
dingly, it has been decided to constitute joint study 
teams consisting of the officials of the Central and the 
State Governments concerned. The composition of the 
study teams and the terms of reference will be as 
under :—

3. Terms of Reference of the Joint Study Teams : 

The Joint Study Teams (I) and (II) mentioned above 
will visit the representative States as early as pos¬ 
sible in order to:— 

(j) visit the work-sites of the representative 
states where migrant workman are employed 
and in respect of which specific complaints 
have been received; 

(ii) make an on-the-spot study of the problems 
of migrant labour with reference to these 
specific complaints ; and 

(iii) carry out general inspection with a view to 
redressing the other grievances of the migrant 
workers on the spot, ifany (over and above the 
specific complaints). 

4. The head quarters of the Teams will be Bombay 
for Joint Study Team No. I and Chandigarh for Joint 
Study Team No, II respectively. 

5. The two Teams will submit their reports, indicat¬ 
ing specific remedies to the problems of migrant labour, 
to the Secretary, Ministry of Labour as early as possi¬ 
ble.
